LONDON, Dec. 27.—Great strides toward an amicable settle- 


ment of the highly important peace preliminaries were made to- 
day when Presdent Wilson, Premer Lloyd George and Foreign Sec- 
retary Balfour conferred in Buckingham Palace. This was the 
decision at the conclusion of the conversation. President Wilson 
met the Brtish leaders in his apartments. The session lasted an 
hour and a half. 


The league of nations, freedom of the seas and possibly the 


Russian situation were known to have been scheduled for discus- 
sion. As the President and the British ministers came down the 
steps of the palace shortly after noon they were in high good 
humor. 


They departed at once for Downing street where they lunched 


with other British statesmen and American Ambassador Davis. 


The President is kown to have "gotten down to cases" with 


the Premier. Before Wilson returns to Paris each will have known 
the other's views on such vital questions such as indemnities, the 
llussian situation, disarmament, conscription, and the league of 
nations. The league of nations is purposely put last since the| 
rapid swerving of British governmental opinion in the past, ten I 
days in view of the fact that Wilson's plans left little to be desired. 
The United Press is able to announce that Lord Cecil's interview 
-with Lowell Mellett regarding the league of nations embodies the 
views of the British cabinet. It is certain that the plans as out- 
lined to Mellet were presented to Wilson today for consideration.

BERLIN, Dec. 24. (Direct.)—Heavy casualties were suffered 


today by curious bystanders who came to witness the attack on 
the Royal Palace which was in possession of mutinous sailors, who 
were forced to defend themselves against government troops. A 
great number of soldiers and sailors were also killed and wofinded. 
A battery of 77 millimeter field pieces brought up by the soldiers 
did considerable damage. Despite the close range many adjoin- 
ing buildngs were damaged. Flying debris killed many. The 
palace was badly shattered.

LONDON, Dec. 27.—Great strides toward an amicable settle- 


ment of the highly important peace preliminaries were made to- 
day when Presdent Wilson, Premer Lloyd George and Foreign Sec- 
retary Balfour conferred in Buckingham Palace. This was the 
decision at the conclusion of the conversation. President Wilson 
met the Brtish leaders in his apartments. The session lasted an 
hour and a half. 


The league of nations, freedom of the seas and possibly the 


Russian situation were known to have been scheduled for discus- 
sion. As the President and the British ministers came down the 
steps of the palace shortly after noon they were in high good 
humor. 


They departed at once for Downing street where they lunched 


with other British statesmen and American Ambassador Davis. 


The President is kown to have "gotten down to cases" with 


the Premier. Before Wilson returns to Paris each will have known 
the other's views on such vital questions such as indemnities, the 
llussian situation, disarmament, conscription, and the league of 
nations. The league of nations is purposely put last since the| 
rapid swerving of British governmental opinion in the past, ten I 
days in view of the fact that Wilson's plans left little to be desired. 
The United Press is able to announce that Lord Cecil's interview 
-with Lowell Mellett regarding the league of nations embodies the 
views of the British cabinet. It is certain that the plans as out- 
lined to Mellet were presented to Wilson today for consideration.
